“That decision, by Justice Feli 
Frankfurter in the United State 
vs. McNabb, held that all state 
ments obtained from defendant 
prior to arraignment before a Unite 
States Commissioner are inadmis 
sible.” 

The McNabb decision was handei 
down, Mr. Mashank said, after FB 
agents here had obtained state 
ments from the five defendants.

PBTia gents arrested them in 1942, 
soon after apprehending Broen- 
strupp in Meine’s Beaver County 
(Pa.) cottage.

This charge was later 
dropped and they were reindicted on 
the second conspiracy charge. 

Pelley, Broenstrupp and the 28 
others under indictment in Wash- 
ington are accused of conspiring 
with agents of the German govern- 
ment to set up a Nazi form of 
government in the United States.
